T hou art he whom thy Brethren fhall praiſe Thy F4- 
thers Children ſhall vow downe before thee The Scep- 
ter ſhall not depart from Indah, Gen.q9.8. and 10, And 
God himlclfe ſayes, Indah i5 my Law-giver, Plal.108,8. 
The like you have, 1.Chron.5.2, Judah prevailed above 
his Brethren, and of him came the chiefe rulers. So David 
acknowledecth, 1. Chron. 28.4. The Lord God of Iſrael 
choſe me before all the houſe of my Father to be King over 
Iſrael for ever, for he hath choſen [udab to be the ruler. And 
Plal.78.67. He refuſed the Tabernacle of loſeph, and choſe 
net the Tribe of Ephraim: But choſe the Tribe of Indah. 
Indah in all thcir Battells had the Vanguard by Gods own 
direction, and was to go up firſt-againſt the Enemy, as 
you will find, Wam,11.3.Chap.10.14.1udg.1-2.Chep.20. 
18, The firſt Judge whom God railed to deliver the 
Children of Iſrael, was Othoniel of the Tribe of 7udab, 
Ind.;.g. Andthe firſt King, in whole line the Kingdome 
was eſtabliſhed, was of 1«dah, and when the ten Tribes 
made detection after [eyoboam, there was nonethart fol- 
lowed the houſe of David, but the Tribe of Fudeb onely, 
I. King. 12,20. ſo that by Tudah here we ſhall under- 


"ſtand the Kings Tribe, his Familie and Perſon too; for in 


the words following in my Text,he is diſtinguiſhed from 
his People, intreduc eum ad populam ſuum. 

In the third place we come unto the bleſſing ir ſelfe, 
which is a prayer for Iudah: and indeed we can blefſe no 
other wayes, but by praying God to blefle : our Bene- 
diceve is bene-precari, When God is ſaid tobleſſe us, his 
bleſſing is Operative, making us blefled indeed: when we 
are ſaid to blefſe God, our bleſſing is Declarative, pro- 
nouncing him to be blefled: and when we blefle others,

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our bleſſing. is Optative, wiſhing bleſſedneſle unto them, 
And yetthis blefling of Moſes, is not onely a prayer, but 

. alſoaprophecy,as was the blefling of Iacob,Genigg,r, 4nd 
Iacob called unto his ſonnes, and ſaid, gather your ſelves toge. 
ther that I may tell you that which ſhall befall you in the la# 
dayes. So Moſes here ſheweth unto them thoſe things, 
which ſhould befall chem in the laſt dayes : that which he 
prayes for unto Indah, he foretels (hall happen ur.to him , 
namely, that God ſhall heare his voice, bring him unto his 
people, make his hands ſufficient for him, ana helpe him

The firſt petition: is, Heare, Lord, the voice of Indah, 
that is, the prayer of I#dah, ( as the Chaldee Paraphraſe 
tranſlates it.)

2, That in his diſtrefle he ſhall utter his voice, and 
call upon God, 3. That God ſhall hcare his prayer. 
Firſt, I ſay, 7#d4h ſhall be in diſtreſle : for albeic he be

.exempted tromthe common condition of mortals, Ne. 
Dan. 2.33+ buchadneXFars Image may teach usthatthe feer of every 
Empire are of clay ; that is, very brittle. Kings are in- 
deed the Treaſures of their people 5 but Treaſures in 
earthen veſſels. And therefore when God honours Kings 
Plal.gz, 6, With his own name, I have ſaid yeeare gods : to ſhew that 
they arc but gods of earth, he ſubjoynes; 6ut yee ſhall ate 
like men. And to the ſame purpole the ſon of Syrech, 
Eccheſ.t0.10. He whoto day is a King, to morrow ſhall die.

Iwas nurſed in ſwaadling cloathes, and that with cares, 

For there is no King that had any other beginning of birth. 

Wiſdome. 7.1. &c. The flatterers of Alexanaer would 

have him beleeve that he was the ſonne of /#p3ter,and not 

of Philip, but bcing wounded in Battle, he was taught 

by experience that he was the mortall ſonnce of a morcall 

Father, and ſo ſmiling upon his flatterers, he ſaidunto 

them, this blood fecmerh tome not co be 3z0p but 2ua; 

that is,nort like the ſtrong blood of God, butthe blood of 
E man. And as Kingsare not exempted from mortality, fo 
neither from cares nor croſles, innumerable troubles and 
afflitions in this lite. David was the firſt and beſt King 
of I#d4h, and yet his lite almoſt a perpetuall ſuffering: He 
was perſecuted by Sel, by his unnaturall fonne Abſolom, Pl. 11g. 
by Shebe, by Shimet. He was even huntedlikea Partridge '2s: 
from mountaineto mounraine, ſothat carrying his ſoule 
in his hand, he ſaid, Yerily, there, but « ſtep betwixt me 1, $mn, 
and death, And (which .is the ſecond thing implyed in **: 3: 
theſe words) Davidin his diſtreſſe called upon God, and © 
cried unto him evenout of the deepes, as we read often in 
the Plalmes, Sodid Abyah againſt 1/rae!. Notable is that 
| prayer of Aſa going againſt the Erhiopians, beip ns,0 Lord :.Chron, 
our God, for we reſt on thee, and in thy name we got againſt '+ '*.

what to doe, but onr eyes are towards thee. And the ſame 7e- 
hoſophat, being vurſned hard by the Army of the Syrians, 
cryed unto the Lord, 1. Kings, 22. The like did Heze- 
kiah againſt the Aſfyriens, 2.Kings,rg. and ſawillevery 
good King,cry unto him whois the King of Kings. And, 
as it followeth, God will hearethe prayer of 744. God 
heareth the prayers of all his ſervants, much more of 7- 
dah,who is neareſt & deareſt unto him:he heard the voyce 
of Davia, as he profcfſeth often in rhe Plalmes, 1 cryed 
wnto the Lord aud he heard me. $92 be card Abyah, Aſa, le- 
hoſophat, HeJekiah, and thereſt: when Moſes hands were 
lifted up, 1ſrael prevailed, And letit b- our prayer, that 
God may ſtill heare the voyce of /udsh, Thisis the firſt 
part of the bleſſing, and containes more bleſſings then 
one, both that Indeb ſhould have the grace to call upon 
God. and that God ſhould have the mercy to heare the 
voyce of Iudah. 

I come untothe ſecond Petition, whichis the maine 
thing I intended, &s being moſt proper for the ſervice: of 
this day: And bring him unte hu people, \N here thiee 
things arc implycd: 1.

you with impertinentgloſſes; bnt labour to take up the 
full ſenſe of the words , in theſe three propoſitions. 
1. Brivg Iud«hunto his Crown, and fet him as King over 
his people. 2.If Iwdah at any time be driven from his peo- 
ple, bring him back again umothem. 3. Eſtabliſh afirme 
union between 7#dab and his people. : 

Firſt, I ſay, Bring ludah unto his People, that is, bring 
him unto his Crowne, and ſet him upon his throne as 
King over his people. This is God's proper worke, the 
advancing of Kings, There hath beena writof 20 war- 
ranto brought againſt Kings to know how and from 
whomthey hold their authority, and this action former- 
ly intended againſtthem, is now more hotly purſuedthen 
ever before, The Caneni#5,and other Romiſh Paraſites, 
ſay,they hold their authority from the Pope, whois unt- 
_ verſall Monarch of the whole world, and all Kings but 
his deputies : thispleais caſt over the barre, and almoſt 
forlaken: bur there is a worſe plea {ct on foote by the: Te- 
ſuites,and followed more eagerly by the rebellious Schrſe 
matickes, namely,that Kings receive their power from t 
people, andare advanced by them. But, I ſay,that Kings 
are neither from PopenorPeople, becauſe God himſelfe 
laith Per me, by me Kings Raigne, Prov.8.15. He that 
ipake that, is the uncreated wiledome of God , the v 
ſame perſon of whom S. 104» ſaith, per ipſum omnis fats 
ſ#nt. lobn, 1.3. Sothatuolcfiethe Pope or the People 
made the world , they can neither make nor unmake 
Kings. To makethis yetmore evident, I will ſhew unto 
you, firſt, that the office of Kings, is nor the invention of 
Man; butthe ordinance ofthe Erernall wiſedome of God. 
And Secondly, thatit is God whoadyanceth the perſon 
of the King untothat Office. _ 

B c 
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The office of Kings is not theinvention of man, but 
the Ordinance of God, *fo called by the Apoſtle thrice 
with one breath, Roms 13.1, 2. For there i no power but of 
God; The powers that be, are ordained of God. Whoſorver 
therefore reſeſeth the power, reſiFeth the Ordinance of God. 
Wherethe Apoſtle ſpeakes not of Government in Gene- 
rall, but of Kings in particular : for jn the firſt verſe he 
calleth them Higher powers, {uchas excell all others in 
dignity: now only theſe powers are wepsxwou, higher, ſu- 
pream, or ſupereminent, which have noncin carth above 
them. The Apoſtle ſpeakes of theſe powers which then 
were in the world,and particularly over the Romares:but 
atthat time there was no ſupreame power knowne, bur 
onelythe regal]: and thereforecertainly he ſpeakes parti- 
cularly of Kings, and ſtileth them the ordinance ot God. 
And yctI confefle that theequity ofthe Apoſtles realon, 
doth bindusby analogic to be ſubject unto other Gover- 
nours, and to our ſpirituall rulers: but oncly Kings are 


there ſpoken of in the Text. This I defire may be obſer- | 


ved, becauſe of a falſeprinciplethatis laid, and taken for 
granted, namely,that Government in generall is the Or- 
dinance of God, becauſe the ediQR of nature,for that men 


cannot live withour ſociety, and no ſociety can be ſafe or 


durable, without Lawes, and Lawes arc improfitable 
without Magiſtrates: but, (ſay they) the determination 
of the government, and the ſcverall kinds of it, whether 
by one, or by few, or by many, isthe invention of men; ſo 
that Monarchy is no otherwiſe the ordinance of God, 
then is Democracieand Ariſtocracie, This is an unſure 
foundation which they lay : for the Apoſtle ſpeaking of 
Kings calls them the Ordinance of God, and S: Petey re- 
quires ſubjcRion unto them, For the Lords ſake: and he 


knew

knew of no other governours but ſuch as were ſent by the 
King,and in that reſpe&to be obeyed. Yea inthe whole 
volume of Gods Booke, there is not one word tocom- 
mend, orthat doth ſo muchas favour, either Ariſtocracic 
or Democracie. 

Here,if the time would permit me, and if ſo largea dif- 
courſe could becontained within the compaſſe of a Ser- 
mon, I would proveunto you, firſt, that the government 
of Kings,is DwtFu nature,there being in all chings a natu. 
rall propenfion unto the government of one. Secondly, 
that it is Exemplo Divino, it being the government 
which God cſtabliſhed over his owne People: he being 
their King, never derived the ſupreame power overthem, 
immediatly from himſelfe,unto many, nor ſerled it inany 
body collective; but till in the Perſon of one, and more 
then one ſucceſhvely was never defigned by God ty be 
the Prince and Raler of his People. Thirdly, that it is 
Inſtitutione divina: Almighty God did inſtitute the go- 


. vernment of one inthe Creation of mankind;for hemade 
all mankind of one, thatthere might be (faith S* Chryſo- yom.;

ftome) not a Democracie, buta Kingdome, If God had in ». 2d 
created at firſt morementhen one, all theſe equally ſhould Connng. p 


have had rule over their poſterity-: but he created onely 
one,and inthe Perſon of that one, he fixeda Soveraignty, 
not oncly over the Beaſts of the field, but alſo over his 
Witec and Children, which before his death grew unto a 
great number, andproſperedeven intoa Kingdome. So 
thatalbeit Adam had continued in the State of innocency, 
there ſhould have been government, order and ſuperia- 
rity,as there is amongſt the Angells,and this had beenthe 
government of one: but it finne had never entred intothe 
world, Democracie cor Ariſtocracie had never beene

knowae; it was finnethat gave occaſion to theſe govern, 
ments, and it was the eorruptionof Monarckie that pro- 
duced them in the world,or ratherthe perverſe and fickle 
diſpoſition of the People, who are impatient of ſubjcRi. 
on,pronetochange, and defirous of innovation; whercin 
they were ſtirredup too, by the inſtigation of ambitious 
men, who ſought to raiſe fortunes unto themſelves, ( as 
mar now doc) by changing of the government. That it 
is ſo, may evidently appeare by this, that we know the 
firſt originall of all Republickes, the firſt founders of 
ehem-in_ Greece', andother'parts where chey were moſt 
ancient, are recorded in hiſtories: But there is none of 
thoſe hiſtories can tell us who were che firſt Kings, nor 
what was the very originall of Regall power. The reaſon 
isthis,all popular governments came late, within the me- 
moty and knowledge of ancient writers, and their begin- 
ning could not but be obſerved, it being an innovation, 
and defeRion from the ancient and naturall way of go- 
vernment: but the firſt Kings were long betore there were 
any writers, and it was not caſfic to oblerve the beginning 
of their power , becauſe ir did and inſenſibly 
flow from that power which was paternall. The power of 
a Father by the increaſe of his-Family, his Children and 
Childrens Children multiplying, and many ſervants be- 
ng bought and borneunto him,did grow untorthe power 
of a King, and that Ex wijurs nature: when Fatherly 
authority could not reach them,in regard of theirnumber 
andextent, nor command them, becauſe of their unculi- 
neſle, ir inlarged it ſelfe intoa Kingly power z and as by 
the law of nature, they did at firſt obey him. as a Father 
and Maſter of the Family, ſo:the People growing into 
afull body, and perfe@community, that ſubjeRion wr 
continued,

continued , and they did obey him asa King, I could 
further ſhew unto you, that this government of Kings 
is of all other moſt ancient and univerſall , that it is

underſtanding, and to reveale {ecret things; whichnone 


but God onely can do. To this purpole ſpeak. the reſt of 
the Prophets ; Iſay ſaith, The royall Diademe s in Gods 
hand, CHap.62.3. God ſets it upon his head, ſaith David, 
Pſal.21.3. Their Scepter is his, and Geas rod # in their 
= hand 


gs 
hand, Bx8d.17.9. Their Thrones be Gods, Solomon ſate 
 #ponthe Throne of God, 1.Chren.29.23. They havetheir 
commiſſion from God, 104.1 0.35. He calledthem gods an. 
to whons the word of God came; that is, acoramiſhon from 
God : the power which they exerciſe is Gods; ſo our 
Saviour acknowledged to Pzlate, that Power was given 
him from above : but if he had received his power from 
the people, Chriſt ſhould have ſaid, De ſubter, not De ſ#- 
per. The judgement which they execute Gods, ſaith Mo- 
(es, Deut.1.17. and they iudge not for man, but for the 
Lord , that is, in the Lords place, ſaith Ieboſaphar 
2 Chron.1g.6. They are Gods MiniFers, even Mex, 
Rom.13.4. Which is a name peculiar ro Church. Officers , 
ſorermed, becauſethey are Gods Deputies or Lieutcnants 
upon earth, appointed to procure not onely the temporall, 
but alſothe eternall happineſle of the People, by planting 
and preſerving the true ſervice of God, This was ac- 
knowledged by Popes in ancient times; for Pope Eleanthe- 
ris Writing to Lucius, the firſt Cliſtian King in Britaine, 
rermed him, Gods Vicar within his Kingdome; ſo did 
Pope Anaitsſius ſtile AnaZaſizs Ceſar ; but itis not my 
purpoſlc at thistime to ſpeake of the Kings Power in Cau. 
ſes Ecclebaſticall, but onely to prove that they are ad- 
vanced by God, and receive their power from him, tor 
whichlT have yer a clond of witneſlesro produce. 
The making of a King is aſcribedto God, 1 Kings 3. 
7. Andnow, O Lord my God, ( ſaith Solomen) thou hat 
maae thy ſervant King inftead of David my father. The 
providing of a King 1s aſcribed unto God, 1 $am.16.1. 
For I haveFrovided me a King, The ſetting up of a King 
belongeth unto God ; for this Moſes prayed betore his 
death, Numb.27.16. Let the Lord,the God of the ſpirits of

all fleſh, ſet 4 man over the congregation : . where we ſhall 
do well to marke the ſtile which is given to-God, The God 
of the =m of all fleſh : as he is the Godof rhe ſpirits of 
all leth, that is, of the ſoules of all men; ſo is hethe 
God who ſ[cts a man over the Congregation; now Gad is 
the Authonr of the ſoule of man immediately by creation 
and intufion, albeit an humane act do intervene ; fois he 
the Authour of regall power immediately, though ſome 
humane acts do intervene to the inveſting ot the King 
with that power. So God after Moſes death ſet Toſbus 
overthe Congregation, and all that ſucceeded him in that. 
Chargez Samwel ſaid of Saul, Behold the Lord hath ſet « 
king over you, 1.84m.12.13. Where he uſcwi the fame 
phraſe which is uſed of Chriſt and of his kingdome, 
Pſal.2.6. I have ſet my king upon my boly hill of Sion. We 
know that no man had a hand ia conſtituting Chriſt King 
over his Church, ſo the advancement of Saw/, was not 
from men, but from God. And leaſt you ſhould thinke, 
tharthis was peculiar unto the Kings of the Tewes, who 
were Gods owne People, and he their King in a ſpeciall 
manner - I muſt ſhew unto you, that all other Kings, as 
well as they, are advanced by God.

NebuchadnezFar not 
knowing {c mnch 11s turned roconverſe with beaſts, une 
cillke had 1c21n04 thts Alon, that he had received the 
kingdome, 
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kingdome, dominion,” and power from God, Des. 4. 
Kings#in'Scrt are called Gods Kings, andthe Lord's 
Anointed; Chrifti Domini, and Chri#1 ers above twenty 
times , but weno where reade Chr:#3 Popali, nor Chriſt 
Pennies to ſhew thar they are dependent from none, 
but Godonely; and that ſtile is givenunto Heathen 
Kings, as well as tothe Kings of Isd44, as aamely unto 
_ Ifay 45.1. Yea, that all Kingsare advanced by 
, and recceivetheir power from hiw, is tully declared 

by God in that meſfage which he'fent ro-the Kings of E- 
dom, Moab, Ammon, Tyr, and Zidon, by the hand ot the 
meſſengers; Thus ſaith the Lord of hoſts, the Eod of Iſrael, 
thus ſhelf yee ſay unto your Maſters, | heve made theearth, 
theman,end he beaſt that are upon the ground, by my gveat 
power, and by my our-ftretched arme, and have given it un- 
tewhomit[eemed meet unto me, ler.27. verſ.3 ,4,5- The 
ſon of Syrach ſpeaketh univerſally of all Kings, Zcclww. r7. 
17, Inthe divifienof the Nations of thewhole earth, he ſet 
«rulex over every People. He ſairhnor, thathe fer Rulers, 
bur a Ruler; tor God did notinſtirute a Democracy, nor 
| Ariſtocracy, bura Monarchy ; andit was notthe People 
who {er a Ruler over themr, but God fer a Ruler over the 
People; andthis was univerſall, over every People, in 
the divifion of rhe Nations of the whole earth; onely 
Iſrael isexcepted, whom God reſerved to be under his 
own immediate command, as it followeth inthat Text 
But Iſrael i the Loyds portion, Ina word, itis God that 
giveth Kings, that chooſeth them, that anoinrs them, thar 
adoptsthem, that exalts them ; we have them all inthe 
P{alme 3g. And therefore Solomons wiledome exhorts 
Kings atrer this manner, Chap.6.1. Heare, O yee Kings, 
wnderftend yee that be Tndges of the ends of the earth; give 
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eare yau that rule the People: — for power u givew you of 

the Lord, ani Severaignty fromthe higheſt. By all theſe 
teſtimonies which 1 have produced, it will appeare, that 

there is no truth more tully, more clearly revealed in 
Scripture, then this,-that Kings are trom God, receive 

their power from him ; and neither from the Pope nor 

from the People. 

This was the Divinity of the Primitive Church, for at | 
leaſt eight hundred yeares. Tertulzan faith, Inde eft ins- In Apolo- | 
perator, nnde & home antequam imperator: inae potetas 3 | 
4; unde & ſpiritzs. And before him, [reneus, Cujwme juſſu 1; ; 1d- 
homines naſcuntar hujuc jnſſu & Reges conſtituuntur,Now ver, Hare, | 
it is certaine that Kings, as men, are created by God, re 
ceivetheir breath from him, (neither from the Pope nor 
from the Pcoplet y as by Gods appointment they are 
borne, ſo by his appointment they raigne. S* Auſtin ſpea- 
keth tully ro this purpoſe in many places; {o doth St Gre- 
gorieand the reſt of the Fathers, Let this ſuſhce, thatic 
was never heard of 1n the Church of Chriſt, that the peo. 
ple had any power to diſpoſe of the Kings Crowne, be- 
tore Pope Zacharie: when the French wererefolved to de- Eginhace. 
throne Cheldericke, and to ct up Pipen in his place, they |" LO 
ſent to the Popeto be reſolved tonchiog the lawtulneſſe © 
of that at, and he like a bad Divine, gave theman advice 
tothe owne mind, that they might doe it, for that the 
People have power to make him King who manageth the 
affaires of the Kingdome. Such a Papall determination, 
anda worſe too, is given by Buquanen, Populsjus eft,ut im. D: jure 
perium cni velit deferat: He hath now many followers, 35% 
and it is a wonder to ſee, how that theſe men who profeſſe * * 
thatthey will baniſh all Popery, root and branch, are yet 
drawing in Popery by head and ſhoulders; forl know no 
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point of doctrine, whichcan wirh better reaſon b2 termed 
Popery,then that which had a Pope for the firſt aurhor of 
ir, and whichin ic ſelfe is ſo falſe, as being conrrary unto 
the Scriprures, tothe doctrine of the ancient Church,and 


. evencontrary tothe confeſſion of many of the wileſt a- 


monegſt the Heathen: for Homer tearmes Kinz2s, the [01s 
and off. ſpring of Iwpiter, ſo doth Callimachns, and the 
wiſe Tacitus (aith, Principes imperium 4 Deo habent, 
Therefore ſome Emperors did tamp't their Coine, wir 
an hand comming out of che Clouds, holding a Crowne, 
and fcrting it on their heads, and accordingly did ſtile 
themſelves 2p, Crowned by God. 

And yet for alfthis the Ieſuites and Puricanes pretend 
that the Scripture is forthem, becauſe forſooth, Der. 1 7, 
15. the conſtitution of a King ſeemes to be letc unto the 
People: Conſtitues eum Regen ſuper te, thou ſhalt ſt him 
King over thee, whom the Lordthy God ſhall chooſe. So the 
choofing ofthe King is aſcribed unto the people. 1.547, 
8.18. Andye ſhall cry out in that day, becauſe of your King 
which ye have choſen: thelike is Chap.12.13. Behold the 
King whons ye have choſen, The making of the King is af. 
cribed unto the People. r.Sam.11.15. Aud all the People 
went to Gilgall, and there they made Saul King before the 
Lord. Theanointing of the Kine is aſcribed unto the Peo- 
ple. 2.547.2.4. 4nd the men of Indah came to Hebron and 
there they anointed David King over the houſe of In4ah. 
And Chap. 5.3. So 41 the Elders of Iſraell came to the 
King to Hebron: —— and they anvinted David King over 
Iſrael, So itis ſaid of Solomon. r.Chron. 29.22. Ana 
they made Solomon King the ſecond time, and anvinted him 
wats the Lord. Ot Rehoboam, 1. Kinzs.12.1. All !ſracll 
mere come 40 Sechem td make him King, Of loaſh.z. Kings. 
Ii. 12. 
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11.12. That when Jehojads had ſhewed unto the Ca 


traines and the Guard, the Kings Sonne and put the 


Crowne upon him, and given him the teſtimony, #hax 
they made him King, and anointid him. Of Azariah, 2. 
Kings. 14.21. Andallthe People of Indah took Azariab, 
and made bim King inſtead of bus Father Amaziah. Of 
fofiah, when his Father Avmon was (laine. 2.Kings.21. 
24. Andthe People of the Land made lofiah hu ſonne King 
in his jiead. Ot lehoabaz,2.Kings.23.30. And the People 
of the Land took lehoahaz the ſonne of Toſiab, and anointed 
him,and made him King iu hu Fathers ſtead, And yet for 
all this, ic is ccrraine, thatthe conſtituting, the chookng, 
the making, the anointing of the King, did norproperly 
bclong unto the people : For1a that place, Deut.17.15., 
the choice of the King is plainly reſerved unto God: Thos 
ſhalt in any wiſe ſet him King over thee, whom the Lord thy 
GoZ /hal! chooſe. And ſo God did chooſe Saul fiiſt, as 
Sarnell t1d them), 1. Sam. 12.13. The Lord bath ſet 6 
King over you, God defigned him unto Samwet,comman- 
dcd him to anoint him, withoutthe conſent or privity of 
thc People, he cauſed the lot to tall upon him: andthere- 
forcalbcititbe ſaid, thatthe People wentto Gz/gell, and 
theic mode Saul Kingy yet we know that Saul was King 
betorcthat, cholen at eMizpech by the Lord, as Samuel 
ſaith, 1.Sim.10.24. See ye him whomthe Lord hath cho- 
ſen: he was there publiquely acknowledged and received 
vwith acclamaciuns: And all the People fhouted, and ſaid 

God ſave the Kine ibid, The menalto whole hearts God 

had touched, went with him and gave him preſents, ver/. 
26,27, He had alſo done the Office of a King, raifing 
Armes, and fighting againſt their Enemies, Chap.11.4- 
S0 that, thatac of the People in Gi/gal, of making him 
C 2 King, 
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King, was onely a renewing of the Kingdome,1s Samuel! 
tearmes it in the wards going before, Let w 2010 Gilgall, 
and renew the Kingdome there: veri.14. Thcy did renew 
it, by a ſolemne inauguration, And when God had rejc- 
ed Saul for his diſobedience, it is manifeſt that he onely 
did chooſe Davia,and eſtabliſh the Kingdome in his line : 
no man did contribute any thing to his advancement; tor 
if Semuel might have had his will, E/jab had been King 
and not David. FSo God chooſe Solomon imong all the 
Sons of Devidto ſucceed him, as Daviatellsus,i.Chroy, 
28.5. And of all my ſonnes, he hath choſen So\omon my 
ſonne, to ſit wpon the throne of the Kingdome : and when 
David was upon his death bed, and all the People, roge- 
ther with Abrathary the High-Prieſt, and Foabthe Generall 
of the Army, had fettheir eyes upon Adony4hto make 
bim King, David commanded Zadvcke the Prieſt, and 
Nathanthe Prophet, to anoint So/omon King, 1. King. 1. 
34.Altthe reſt ſucceeded by the zight of inhericance. God 
having now ſctled the Crowne in his line, inſomuch thit 
albeir it be ſaid, that all Zſye/7 went to Sechem to make Re- 
hoboam King; yetin the words immediately going before, 
weread,that Solomon ſlept with his Fathers,and Rehoboam 
hu forne raigned in hu ſtead. 1.King.11.43. Sothat Rebo- . 
boamraigned, before the People went to Sechem ro make 
him King. And therefore the conſtituting, choofing,ma- 
W- anointing of the King, whichis aſcribed unro the 
cople, muſt beunderſtood onely of their Solemne De- 
claration, and acceptation of their King: otherwiſe rhe 
Scripture ſhall be contrary unto ie ſelke , which we may 
notin any wiſe admit, Thatthisis the true meaning of 
theſe phraſes, may further appeare, becauſe,as the People 
axc ſaid to make Sel King ſo Samuel is ſaid to naake him 
King. 
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King. 1 S4m.1i2.l. And Samuel ſaid unto att Iſrael, behold, 
I have hearkened unto your voice in all that you ſaid unto 
me, and hrue made a King over you. Now it is certain, 
that Samuel did nothing, but onely powred a box of oyle 
upon him, by Gods dircRion; yer for performing of 
that Ceremony, he is {aid tro make him King ſo the 
People, for perfoiming another part of the ſolemniry, 
arc {aidtomakehim King, Again, as the People are ſaid 
to make the King, ſo they are ſaid toanaint him z they 
anoirted David in Hebron, they anointed Solomon unto 
the Lord: we know it never belonged unto the Peopleto 
anoint; that Office was ever pertormed by Prieſt or Pro. 
phct, yerarethe People ſaid to anoint the King, becauſe. 
they were preſent when he was anointed, did concurre to 
make up the ſolemnity, teſtifying their approbation of 
thatat. And asthey are ſaid roanoint the King, foare . 
they ſaid to anoint the Prieſt, 1 Chron.29.22, They an- 
ointed Solomonuntothe Lord to be the chiefe governour,and 
Zadock to be PrieF. No man can ſay that the People had 
any power toanoint or make a Prieſt, Foy no man taketh 
upon bim thus honour, but he that is called of God, as was 
Aarow ; God having called Aaron to that high Miniſtra- 
tion, ſcttled the Pricſthood in his Line, ſo that afterward 
they did ſucceed by Birth-right - fo rhat albeit the Peo. 
ple arc ſaid toanoint Zadeck tobe Prieſt ; yet they did no 
more bur receive him being anointed, and acknowledge 
his juſt Right and Title unto the Prieſthood. As they an. 
oinred the Prieſt, ſo they anointed the King and inthatr 
ſenſe, that thcy are ſaid to anoint the King, in the ſame 
ſerile, and innoother, are they ſaid to muke the King z 
becauſc of their publique acknowledgemear of his Righr 
and Title, This {enfc is not unuſuallin Scripture, forthe 


Apoſtle ſaith, The Saints ſhall indge the world : now the 1.Cor.6.z. 
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Saints cataot be ſaid to judge theworld, in any otkcr 


ſenſe, but becauſe they ſhall approve of the righteous (er... 
tence pronounced by Chriſt ; as the Saints judge the 
world, fo do the people make the King, namely, ia re- 
gard of their declaration, approbation, and accepration, 
To makethis yetmore evident, and that all men may 
ſee whatpower, or rather, what no power, the Fcople 
havein making ofa King,we ſhall diſtinguiſh three things, 
which inthemſelves are diſtin, the deſignation of the 
perſon to be King, the collation of the regal! power; and 
the folemne declaration, and fignihcation of his power, 
place, and dignity. This laſt bclongs unto the People ; 
bur ir is onely a ceremony, of no abſoluce necefluy - tor 
we know that 7ebubeing anointed by a P;opher, in a moſt 
ſecret manner, immcdiately took upon him the Office ot a 
King, without ever craving any further conſent or ap- 
probation from the People, And [ pray you what folemni- 
ry was uſed at the Coronation of King [awes 1n Scotland? 
for he was crowned inthe cradle, and by a People who 
had profanely baniſhed all manner of cercmonics. I know 
it is very mcet thatthere ſhould be a ſolemaniry uſed at thc 
Kings Coronation ,butirisonely a Ceremony, and ſuch a 
Ceremony as doth not any thing,oncly it declareth what 
is done; the King was King bctore it, as much as he is 
after it ;onely by it hc is declared to bhe,whar he was be- 
fore, and what he (ſhould have been till, though he had 
not been ſo declared : for you mutt thinke, that the Peo- 
le at the Coronation have no power to reject orretuſe 
him, who is the lawtull Heire of the Crown; he claimes 
no Title from his Coronation, bur from his Birth-right. 
When Warſon and Clerke conſpired againſt King Iames, 
in the beginning of his Reigne here, at their Arraignmentr, 
they 
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they pleaded it was no Treaſon, becauſe the King was not 
Crowned, butthe learned Iudges told them, that in Evg- 
land there i5 no inter-regnum, for the King never dieth, 
and that the Coronation is but a. Ceremony, to ſhewthe 
King untothe People, Thetime was, when the Pope was 
maſter of the Ceremony, the Emperours being crowned 
by him; andas he was maſter of the Ceremy he did 
claimerco be maſter of the ſubſtance too, and that they 
held their Crowne of him, but the Emperours were 
not ſo (imple, as to believe that z for we readethar 


Pope Adrian having written unto the Emperour Frede«. 


ricke, That he had willingly beſtowed upon him, the roy- 
all Crowne of the Empire, and the Emperour being of- 
fended at the Popes ſawcinefſe, the Pope corrected him- 
ſelfe in-his ſecond Letters, after this manner; 7 wrotethar T 
willingly beſtowed upon you the royall Crowne , meaning 
onely , that 1 ſet it upon your head , or Crownedyon with 
ir, Sothatfrom this Ceremony of the Coronation, or 
publique Inauguration, noclaime will grow, citherto the 
Pope, ortothe Peopic, to diſpole of the Kings Crowne, 

[nthe next place we are to conſider of the defignation of 
the Perſonto be King, andro whom that belongeth. The 
deſignation of the Perſonto be King over the /ewes, God 
reſervedunto himfelfe, ſaying, Thou ſhalt in any. wiſe ſet 
him King over thee whom the Lord thy God ſhalt chooſe, 
And the People knew this very well ; otherwiſe, when 
they were inthat mad fit, to have a Kingover them, like 
other Nations, the Lord their God being their King, 
even in regard of immediate adminiſtration; it 1s not 
likely that they would have gone to Samwel, and defired 
him togive thema King; but as their fathers inthe wil- 


derneſle called one another, ſaying, Let «ws make us. 4 Num. 14. 
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guidero bring ue backe ints eFizypt. So would they have 
{aid, Lerus make usa King, that we may belikeunto 
other Nations; yer they did not [o, but went unto Seamnu- 
&, thathe, as a Prophet and Interpreter of Gods will, 
might do that which they knew they themſelves could 
notdo. Thatthe Kings of the /ewes were of Gods owne 
choiceis acknowledged not onely by the Ieſuits, but alſo 
by Buquananz but they thinke that other kings are not ſoy 
and it cannotbe denied, but that in clective kingdomes, 
the deſignation of the perſon is by the People; and ſo we 
findethat ſome kings have been choſen by the Senate, 
others by the Souldiers, others by the body of the Pco- 
ple, others by Lots, & ſome have made themſelves kings 
by force, hewing out a way tothe Throne by the Sword, 
and 'yet in all theſe ations, God is the Pilot and ſu. 
preme Direcex, men are onely inſtruments and ſecon- 
dary agents. If a King be choſenby voyces, we know 
that God hath the hearts of all men in his hand, and in- 
clines them which way they ſhall give their voice: if a 
King be choſen by Lots,Solomon tclls us,T he lot is ca#t in. 
rothe lap, but the whole diſpoſing thereof is of the Lord : 
ifa King come in by Conqueſt, we aretold by David, by 
Solomon, by Iehoſaphat, That it is neither ſword nor bow, 
it « neither chariot nor horſe,it s neither multitude nor va. 
lour of an hot will ſerve; but that the battaile is Gods, and 
he giveth the vittory. But when a King comes to his 
Crown by lawfull Succeſſion, as here with us, I donor 


 ſeewhat the People can pretend, foritis God who gives 


children, he makes hcires, as ina privatefamily, foina 
kingdome, and it is his bleſſing that doth perpetuate that 
happy Line. Sothat, which way ſoever a King comes to 
his Crowne, we muſt confcſle with the Fathers of the 
Councell 
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Councell of Pars, Non atFu, non voto, neque brachio foy- Lib. cs. 
titudinis humane, ſed occulto judicio diſpoſitions divine, 
reenum conferturterrenum. Anearthly Crowne is not ob. 
tained by any humane act or endeavour, nor by the arme 
of fleſh, but by the ſecret diſpoſing of the over-ruling 
providence of God. 

Inthe laſt place, we ſha!l confider of the collation of 
regall power, and certainly that is from none, but from 
God, even where the Pcrſon of the King is deſigned by 

man; forall power of Rule is Gods, and none but he 
cangiveit ; he onely can fay. unto kings, Ego dixs, dit 

eitis, butif the People gave them their power, thenth 

might ſay, Nos diximw, dii e#tis,, and if they ſhould ſay pal, 8:.6, 

ſo, I am fureir wereno better than blaſphemy. Iris cthere- 
forc a damnable doctrine of the Iefuits, rakenupby the 
Puritans, ( who out-ſtripe the Ieſuits-in a!l rreaſonable 
dodrines and praQtiſes.) that God gives the power of 
rule firſt unto the community, and thatthis power isin the 
body of the people immediately, as inits proper ſubjec, 
and thatby them ir is transferred unto the King, yer ſoas 
they habitually retain-itin themſelves, and in ſome caſeg 
may actually reſume ic. They are the words of Bellar- 
mine, out of Navar and Almayn, This is a fond imagina. 
tion, which hath no ground cither in Scripture or in Na- 
ture. There is no revelationto propound it as a docrineto 
be believed; for rhe Scripture reacheth us,that Kings are 
trom God, receive their power from him, there is not 
one word in allthe Scripture, that dothſo much as imply, 
that the power is firſt given untothe people, and by them 
unto the King; but the contrary may becalily concluded 
| from holy Writ ; for if this leſuiticall doQrine were 
true, I donot lee how God could ſay, Per me Reges re- 
"= gnant s 
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gent; he (ſhould racher have ſaid, 4 me, & per Populum 
Reges regnant, for the particle per denorates the inftru- 
meat and immediate cauſe: neither do I ſee how the Apo- 
ſtle could ſay, Theres no power but of God, which implics 
as much, as that all power, namely , ſupreme power 
{whereof onely heſpeakes) is from God onely ; and if ic 
be from God onely, it is not from the People, nor from 
God, wediante Populs, Parews was no good triend of 
Kings, & for that juſtly cenſured by this famous Vniver- 
fity, yethe reſolves that propoſition after this manner, in- 
toa doubleuniverſall affirmation ; Non e# poteitas, niſe 
a.Deo, ide, ormnit potetas ef a ſolo Deo; he tiles the 
King, the Miniſter of God; but if his power were imme- 
diately given him by the People, he ſhould rather be ſi- 
led Minifter Populi, as being their Miniſter immediately, 
and GodSoncly mediately, Nor could Kings be ſaid to 
judge in Gods place, if the power whereby rtiey judge be 
giventhem by the People, and that onely in truſt. As this 


treaſonable doctrine has no'warranr in Scripture, ſo nei- 


ther hath. it any ground in Nature, for naturall reaſon 
doth onely dictate, that it is of necefficy thatthe mutkti- 

tude be ruled; naturall reaſon doth convince and compell 
mentoconſentto be governed by ſome ; but there 1s no. 
thing in Nature that doth-prove that the People have this 
powerin themſelves z but reaſon reachethus the contra- 

ry ; forthe powerof life,and death, belongs unto Sove- 

raignty, by the Law of Nature, and by Gods own infſti- 

tution, Gen.9.6, Who ſo ſhedeth mans blood, by man ſhall 

hu bleodbe ſhed, now we know, no man hath this power 
over himſelfe, therefore the learned Spelatto faith well, 
Populus eftwataraliter regibilis, non rectivus, Narurein- 

clines the People to be ruled, not to rule : the People 
were

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were never inveſted with foveraigne power, ahd there- 
fore howſoever the King be ſometimes cholen by them, 
and alwayes inaugured by them ; yethis power, his com- 
iniſion is not from them, but from God : for it isa ma. 
xime inthe Law, Nemo plus turs in alium transferre po. 
teſt, quam ipſe habet, The people cannot transferre unto 
the King that power which they never had, Man did re. 
ccivefrom God immediatly power and dominion over 
the beaſts ofthe field; and can we then imagine, that the 
more noble command which a King hath over his Sub- 
je&s, ſhould be given himany otherwiſe, thenfrom God 
immcdiatcly? The Ieſuites acknowledge that ina Demo. 
cracy, they who have the ſupreame power, receive it im- 
mediatly from God, and ſhall we not think thart ig is ſoal- 
ſo ina Monarchy? If this Dorine of the Ieluitts were 
true, then would it follow, that Democracy is by the Law 
of nature; Monarchy and Ariſtocracy, only by poſitive 
humane Law-ſo ſhall God bethe author and ioſticutor of 
that Government, which by all wiſe men is acknowled- 
gcdto be the worſt and moſt imperfet, That which 
miſled the firſt authors of this opinion, (the Pariſian Do. 

Qors) was, that they did not diſtinguiſh betweenthe di- 
| ſignationot the Perſon , and the collation of thePower, 
but thought that the one a is included inthe other; and 
yetin the Eccleſiaſticall power, they can diſtinguiſhtheſe 
two; for they will acknowledge that the defignation of a 
perſonto bea Biſhop, is by man, and yet he receives his 
Epiſcopall power immediatly from Gad ; as Hathies 
did receive his Apoſtleſhip trom God, being propound- 
ed by the Diſciples, and choſen by lots... Now there is 
no reaſon inthe world, butthat they ſhould acknowledge 
the ſame of the regall power, that, albceitthe perſon who 
D 2 is 
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i$to be King, be deſigned by man, yet he reccives his po- 
wer and Commiſſion from God immediatelyz And then 
the people donot ſo much apply the power unto the per. 
{6n, as the perſon unto the power; even as if a man ſhould: 
goe into adarke Cell,and there amongſt many looking. 
plafſes,chooſe one, bring ie out, and ſerit betore the lighr 
ofthe ſunne, whereby it becommeth reſplendent ; that 
man cannot be ſaid to apply the light of the ſanne unto 
the glafſe, but to apply the glaſfe unto: the light: of the 
ſunne: even ſo when the-people defignes a perſon to be 
their King, they cannot be ſaid to apply the Regall Power 
untorthe perſon, burthe perſon unto the power, For they 
haviog- deſigned the perſon, God immediatly gives him 
the power.

fignific that the-power given by that -anoynting is ſacred

Since our gracious Soveraigne hath 
been keptin Wardfhip, under Tutors and Governors, 
theſe egyptian taskmaiſters,have not only uſurped the 
rights of his Crown; but with morethen Spaniſh cmuelty, 
Tyrannized over the Goods, Livesand Liberties of the | 
Subjects; yea, and over their Con(ciencies roo,forceing 
men to for{wearethemſclves, and to forſake the true Ree 
ligion whereinthey were bred. The time was whenthere 
wasno King in Iſrael, and theſe were very bad dayes; for 1ud. 17. 
|, #n theſe dayes every man did that which was goodin bu owne 
eyes, Inthele dayes Michs made him an Image, ſetup a 
new Religion, and got him a Chaplaine for the purpoſe:. 
In theſe dayes, the men of Day, did rob, kill, and burn: In 1u.rs.

And the cenſure which 
the holy Ghoſt paſſcth upon all theſe facts, is this,7» zheſe 
jc there was no King in}ſracl, but every man did that 
which was right in his owne eyes. Almighty God,becaulc 
of our finnes, andeſpecially, for nor acknowledging the 
bleſſing of a good and peaceable King, hath cauled thefe 
dayes to returne uponus, There are many Mrchas, who 
will havea new Religion by themſelves; tor once tmage 
which Maches made, they have ſet up an hundred fond 
imaginations,ſo that they have already more Religions in 
London,then ever wasin Amſterdam, Others kill, burne, 
and ſpoile, athouſandgimes more, then the men of Dan 
did. Women alſo arc raviſhed, and much more wrong 
done to the Levites now, thenthatwhich was done by the 
men of Gibeah, Sothat one would think, that even 
theſt dayes there is no King in Iſrael, Yet(praiſed be God) 
we havea King,the beſt of Kings,of whom I may truely 
ſay, as alate Hiſtorian ſaith of Henry 64% (againſt whom 
. there was ſuch a Treaſonable combination, as is agaiaſt 
our KingyT hat he hat h no fault but that he 1s $80 good to live 
amongi ſuch Subjcfts, Burt tor all this every, man doth 
what is right in his own cyes;becauſe the ſonnes of Belial 
have riſen up againſt him, and taken from himthat power 
whereby he ſhould controulethe wickedneſle of men, and 
execute vengeance on him that doth evil.

It Solomon did live now, he needed 
not to aske that queſtion, Who ſhall ſay wnto the King, what 
doet they? For now every one queſtions the gn his 
oings, 
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doings, they charge him with many things which he ne- 
verdid, 8 accuſc him even fortheſe things which hedid 
aright: with theſe men the Kings word hath no power, 
and ſo with them he is no King, The ſame Sofowen a- 
mongſt the three or four comely things, that order well 
their going, reckonecth as thecheite, inthelaſt place, 7 
Kine againſt whom there is no riſing up. If a King who's 
{o powerfull, that againſt him there is no rifing up, be a 
comely thing then certainly, to take Power from a King, 
and to rife up againſt him, is athing very uncomely. But 
it may be the Cloſe Committee is wiſer then Solomon, and 
they thinke it comely and decent, tocurbe a King, tok 
Him in bondage, toriſe up againſt him, andto take all 
Power from him: howſaqever [ belceve Solomon, and 1 
know,that co deale thus with a Kinggis not onely uncome- 
ly but moſt unjuſt and impious, lt is unjuſtice to rob any 
man of his right, much moreto rob a King, whom God 
hath priviledged, and exempted from humane touch, 
When there was onely a conſpiracy intended againſt Hen- 
ry the 34, the Traitor was putto moſt cruell death; and the 
hiſtorian ſaith it was well done, forthata Traitor is guilty speed.616. 
ot homicide,of parricide, of Chriſticide, nay of Deicide, 
And long before, Twlly ſaid,that in puniſhing Treaſon, no 
Judge car be too crucll. Weread of a great King, who 
going in his Barge, his Crownefell into the water : the | 
Barge-manſwumme atterit,and having recovered it, put wiceph, 
ton his head, onely that he might have the uſe of his Greg: 
hands to ſwimme unto the Barge : the King gave him a 
Talent of filver for ſaving it, but cut off his head for wea- 
ring it. What then ſhould be done totheſe Traitors, who 
forccably ufurpthe Kings Crowne, and all rights of Ma. 
zeſty? thcy grant Commiſſons, place and diſplace Offt. 
CCrs, 
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cers, have made them a new Seale, poſlcſed the Kings 
Revenues,Caſtles,Ships,raiſed Armes,preſſed the Kings 
SubjeRs to fight againſt Himſelfe, given away a great 
- partofthe Land to Srangers, to aſſiſt them; and indeed 
they have done whatſoever belongeth unto the King to. 
doe, and a great deale more. And they weare the Kings 
Crowne, not as the Bargeman did, to ſave it for him; bue 
ro deprive him, and his, of it for ever. Theſe traiterons 
attempts contrived in Hell, have brought ſuch miſerable 
Calamitiesupon our Kingdomes, as would miniſter occa- 
fion and matter to write a new book of Lamentations: for 
the Land is filled with blood and uncivill Warres; the 
Church with Schiſme, confufion , and prophanation of 
Gods worſhip, the Cities with poverty and want, every 
houſe with {krikes and lamentations for their dead; the 

grave with bodies; and hell with ſfoules. And all this 
 fincefudah was driven from his people,by this moſt hor- 
rid, groundleſſe, and unnaturall Rebellion, 

Iam notable to expreſſe in lively colours, the horti- 
 bledeformitic of this Rebellion: ghat will require a bet- 
ter pen, and the beſt will come ſhortand want wordsto 
deſcribe it.

David was the beſt of K _ yet he found more thornes 
in his Crowne, then Achab did, forit pleaſed God, that 
he mighthumble David, and every way fit him for his 
ſervice; to traine him up in the Schoole of afflitions, 
Firſt, his unnaturall ſonne Ab/olomnr, under the colour of a 


» Sam, 16, VOW, Cauſed a great Rebellion againſt him: then Sh:mes 


curſed and reviled him, calling him, a 994n of blood: after 
this there fell out adifference berweene themen of 1ſrae/, 
and 
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and the men'of 1udsh, about the bringing of the King 
home to his houſe: whereupon Sheba (in whoſe hearr 
Treaſon had long lurked) took an opportunity to blow a 
Trumpet to Rebellion, ſaying, we have no part in David, 
neither have we inheritance in the ſon of leſſe, Such hath 
been the lot of our moſt gracious Soveraigne: firſt many 
unnaturall Abſoloms in the Kingdome of $ corland, preten- 
ding a vow, (which they called a Covenant wich God, 
bat was indeed a Covenant againſtthe Lord, and againſt 
his Anointed) raiſed great Forces againſthim : when he 
was thus weakned , many a wicked Sh;meziin this King- 
dome, 1eviled his government as impious and tyranni. 
call, [n the meane time there ariſeth a difference amongſt 
the Nobles and Commons, touching the eſtabliſhing of 
the Kingdome:s ( a thing called 41/4/74, but hath proved 
HMalitia) this gave the hint to miny a Sheba, firſt in /re- 
land, and preſently after in England and Scotland,to blow 
the Trumpet to Rebellion, ſaying,we have no partin De- 
mid, nor Inheritance in the ſon of Iames, As God hath 
made His Majeſty like D&vidin ſuffering,ſomay he make 
him like in overcomming. David at laſt was victorious,

his end peaceable and glorious: all his Enemies were pur 


to ſhame and confuſion, Abſelons was brought to his de- 
ſervedend, Shimei, though reprived for a time, yet his 
hoary head was brought downe tothegrave with blood: 
Shebs had his head throwen over the wall. Even 0 let all 
thine Enemies periſh, O Lords butupon the Kings head let 
his Crowne flouriſh, 
q' That the Kings Enemies be ſubdued, and he brought 
back againe unto his houſc,as David was, and ſet apon is 
throne, muſt be yourſpeciall care. Give me leave there- 
forc to exhort you in the words of my Text, heave the 
F VoJce 
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woyce of Tuaah, andbring him unto his People. 1 told you 
betoretharthis blefſiag is not onely a Prayer, bur aboa 
Prophetic: he foretells rhat God will heare cng voyce of 
Isdah, and bring him unto his People. Nuw you muſt 
thinke, that God ordinarily worketh by meanes; and it is 
by you he will relieve 7ud4h, andto that cff-& doth even 
at this time call for your helpe. And therefore thar which 
Moſes powred out as a Prayer unto God, give me leave ro 
preſent asa Petition unto you, whoare the Princes of [#- 
dh: that you will be pleaſed now to heate the voyce of 
Indah, to bring him unto his People, ro make his hands 
ſufhcieat for him, and to help him againſt his Encmies. 
And farſt,heare the voyce of «dh: for now 1udah utters 
his voyce unto you, crying, as cMoſes did, whow onthe 
Lords fide, let him come unto me. Now it will be knowre 
whether yoube the People of Iudah: for as Chriſt diicer- 
ned his Sheep by this marke, my Sheep heare my woyce: (0 
by-this ſame marke, may 7#dsh diſcerne his people. And 
think it not ſtrange that I ſhould preſume to exhort you 
untothis dutic:for when Devid, afrer his baniſhmenc,was 
to returne, he appointed the Prieſts to ſpeake unto the 
People to bring him home : and King David ſevt to Z4- 
dock and Abiathar the Prieſts, ſaying, ſpeak untothe Elders 
of Tudeb, and ſay,why are ye the laſt to bring the King back 


wrto his houſe? and when Zadeck had thus ſpoken, ir is 


ſaid, he bowed the heart of all the men of Indab, even as the 


heart of one man, I wiſhmy ſpeech could be fo powertull 
with you : for never was there ſo great need of helpto 
bring the King back unto his houſe as now; in regard that 
at this time many of his People have rebelliouſly with- 
drawne themiclves trom him, and riſen up io Armes 
againſt bind, nor like thoſe two hundred men , who fol. 


lowed 
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lowed Abſolom in the ſimplicity of their hearts; butlike z.5am 
Sheba wich malice , and obſtinate reſolution againſt the *5-»« 


King. They refuſe all offers of Peace made by our graci- 
ous Soveraigne, whereof you are witneſſes. They de- 
mand as hard conditions of Peace from us, as Nahaſh did 
from Jabeſh. Gilead. 1.5am.11.2. He would grant them 
no Peace, butuponcondition, that he might thruft out 
all their right eyes - Theſe men will grant no Peace unto 
the King and Kingdome, but upon that condition thae 
they may be allowed tothruſt our both our eyes, the eye 
of Learning, and the eye of Religion. So that the King 


may lay with David, My ſoule hath long dwelt with him Prat. 120. 
that hateth Peace: 1am for Peace; but when [ſpeake, they *: 7+ 


are for Warre, I can beſt compare them ( though it be 
hard to find any to match them 1n villanie) with that Re. 
bellious rout of the Iewes, whocalled themſelves Zela- 
fors, they under colour of fighting for Religion and Li- 
bertie, Rebellcd againſt Ceſar: and when Yeſpaſian, Licy- 
tenant Generallto Nero, who was ſent to fuppreſſe them, 
off-red them all termes of Peace, by the mouth of 7oſt-, . 


phws; they would not heare of it. Tit#s ſo much pitried bell, 1ud, 
chem,that he carneſtly entreared them toacceptof Peace, wo Cy. 
and ſave themſelves from deſtrution; but they {corned ©?" 


him, 12ited at him, and endeavoured from the wallsto 
kill him; yetthar mild Prince, ſeeing the number of their 
{lainc, did lift up his eyes to Heaven, and ſay, *Ti# well 
knowne to thee, O Lord of Heaven, that I am not the canſe 
of theſe evills, for I deſiredio be at Peace with them oftuner 
then once, but the Seditious evermore would nothing but 
Werre, Warre. I am ſure our King may make the like 
Proteſtation, And that you may ſee in how many things, 
our Rebells doe reſemble them, I willnote ſome other 
EF 2a paſſages 
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paſſzges out of the hiſtory : They hated Peace fo much, 
that it was death to move for it,. yea, they killed one, 
onely for praying God to ſend Peace and concord 2. 
mongſt them. Howloever ia cheir Rebellion, they pre- 
rended the Lords Cauſe, and that they fought for the 
Law and Religion of their God, which the Romanes had 
no purpoſeto debarrethem of, yet there was no Religion 
intheir hearts, for they chooſed for their Chicftaines, 
the grand Captaines of wickedneſte z they commited 
cruelties and outrages of al! forts;' they invited ro come 
unto them, whoſoever defired tobe rid of his Maſter, or 
defiredto be revenged on him who had done him wrong, 
or whocould not abide tobe ruled by any, or who had 
ſhed blood,or was in debt and danger ofthe Law, or who 
was diſpoſed to robbe, ſteale, murder,and cate and drinke 
freely at other menscoſt. (And is ir not ſo row with our 
Zcelots? ) They had theirlying Prophets, who incoura. 
ved the People to ſtand out in Rebellion: ( yer certainly 
neither ſo many, nor ſo impudent as there arc now at Lor- 
den.) They made one Pawithe ſonne of Peniel a Carter, 
(as good asa Coach-man) high-Prie#: for {aiesthe ſtory, 
they held the Prieſthogd and ſervice of God, but as gaudie 

toyes. (Thelikeeſteeme have our Zelots of the Miniſtrie, 

Liturgie, and adminiſtration of the Sacraments.) They 

accuſed ſuch as were rich, to be friends to C2ſar, and ro 

have an intent to betray the Cuty ro Feſpeſzan, and lo (to 
uſe the phraſc of this age,) they pronounced rhem M4» 
lignants, and plundered them of all their goods. Theſe 
goodly Zelators (I had almoſt ſaid Pawritans) at laſt (et 
the Temple on fire, (as our Zelots have ſet the Church of 
God on fare, and defaced many materiall Temples ) and 
brought utter ruige upon themſelves, with the death of a 


million 
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million of men. Some of them eſcaped unto 4lexanarie, 
and there caufing commotionstor recovering their liberty 
f- were apprehended,to the number ot ſtx hundredg whoſe 
| obſtinacy (ſaics Joſephus) was to be admired: for they en. 
dured allthetorments that could be deviſed, rather then 
they would acknowledge Caeſar to betheir Lord, 
= They were nor,they could not be more obſtinate and 
ſpitefull againſt Cſay, then are the Rebells now againſt 
their gratious,and Native Kingzand therefore the greater 
zcal, courage, and reſolution, will berequiredin you to 
bring the King back unto his honſe. When Devid was to 
returnafter his flight from Abſolom, the people did ſtrive 
i who ſhould be moſt forward to bring him back, and the 
men of /{rae{did hotly expoſtulare withthe men df I#dsh, :- Sam rg, 
tor preventing them inthe honour of that ſervice, I wiſh *** *: 
the like torwardneſlſe in you, thatin this you ſtrive, to 
bring Iudah unto his people; and in nothing elſe: for if you 
thould be divided in other things,and every man have his 
ownends, and ſeverall waics, there will be little hope of 
any good tobe done. I told you in the cxplication, that 
tO bring Indah unto hi people, importsan union berweene 
| him and his people: and now [ hall adde only this, thac 
| where there 1s a fracture and a breach, . (as there 1s now a 
| great one) there is no way toſalve it, and to bring Indah 
back again unto his people,except that you, who adhere 
unto [udeh, be united amongſt. your ſelves. Confider 
| theretore, I beſeech you, that there is noſtrength in divi- 
. ded forces,as Meneniws Agrippe, ſheweth in an oration to xiv, z.s. 
the people of Rome, by a parable of the Members of a 
mans body diſagrecing amongſt themſelves. Conſider 
likewiſe that ic was diviſion which gave the Romens ad- :
